THE following “ Publisher's Notice ” appears 
in the June issue of the Zidrary /Journa!, now 
in press: 


With this number of the Zidrary Journal, 
and until further notice, the periodical will be 
suspended as a separate publication, and its 
practical features merged in the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY, commencing with the first number 
(July 3d) of Vol. 18 of that periodical. The 
publisher is forced to this course by the in- 
adequacy of the support of the Yournal, which 
has made its publication almost a continuous 
loss from the beginning. The decision is taken 
at this time, partly from considerations more 
fully explained in the editorial columns ; but it 
was already under advisement for this date, and 
seemed, sooner or later, to be the inevitable 
result of past experience. The closing at the 
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end of the half-year, when a new volume of the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY commences, enables li- 
brarians to make their file continuous, which 
gives an added reason for the change just at 
this time. Arrangements have been made for 
the continuation in the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY of 
the departments of Bibliography and of Pseu- 
donyms and Anonyms, under their respective 
special editors, and it is intended to group 
these departments, the reports from the Library 
Associations and the shorter articles of practi- 
cal value, such as have appeared in the Zidrary

Should such a Conference 
not take place during the year, the. extra $1.00 
due subscribers will at the end of the year be 
returned directly, or made up in other ways. 
To such subscribers as are not satisfied with 
this proposed arrangement, the sum of $2.50, 
due them for the half-year’s subscription unful- 
filled, will, of course, be returned on applica- 
tion to F. Leypoldt, 13 and 15 Park Row, New 
York. 

It is intended, it may be added, to revive the 
Library Journal as a separate publication so 
soon as the growth of the public library interest 
in this country justifies—as it ultimately will, 
but as it so far has not done—a separate organ. 
The publisher regrets announcing the present 
decision ; but, between the alternative of a con- 
tinuation of the considerable loss so far suffered 
and the present action, it seemed impossible to 
avoid this result.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
G. P. LATHROP ON WILKIE COLLINS. 


Mr. G. P. LATHROP, in a letter to the 
Tribune June 27th takes numerous exceptions 
to Wilkie Collins’ “Considerations on the 
Copyright Question.” After a reference to 
several details in the copyright controversy, 
and an assertion that Mr. Collins and others 
who hold his views do not represent the best 
English sentiment on the subject, Mr. Lathrop 
says: ‘‘And, after all, the question of copy- 
right is chiefly an authors’ question, and in one 
aspect of it our publishers are agreed. They 
wish to protect the authors’ rights in both 
countries, getting the best terms for him in the 
country not his own by making it safe for pub- 
lishers to pay him a good price and issuea 
proper edition without danger from unauthor- 
ized editions sold at ruinous rates. 
My purpose in this letter is to suggest that, 
opinion on this subject of copyright being now 
pretty well formulated, it is time that official 
action should be taken. Our Department of 
State has before it the draft of a treaty modified 
from that drawn by Lord Clarendon in 1870, 
which satisfies the drift of opinion as thus far 
expressed. There could not be a more suitable 
time for bringing it to the notice of England 
than the present, when a Liberal ministry holds 
office, and when we are represented at the 
Court of St. James by one of our most famous 
authors, himself admired by the English and 
esteemed by Lord Granville, who, we are told, 
is reported as saying that he has met no 
minister with whom business is more agreeably 
and promptly transacted. If nothing is done 
now, then the President and Secretary of State, 
and through them the American people, may 
be exposed not merely to the clapper-clawing 
ebullitions of Mr. Wilkie Collins, but to the 
reproaches of their own self-respect.” 





OBITUARY. 
THOMAS $¥. CROWEN. 


OnE of New York’s oldest booksellers, Mr. 
Thomas J. Crowen, died on Monday last at the 
residence of his son-in-law in Brooklyn, after 
a lingering illness of several months. Mr. 
Crowen was intimately associated with the 
bookselling interests of this city for nearl¥ 50 
years, and old New Yorkers as well as the 
younger ones will remember with pleasure the 
cheerful book-stores of T. J. Crowen, which, 
with the ever upward tendency of the Broad- 
way retail trade, were located at 599, 699 and 
843 Broadway. The commodious store at 699 
Broadway was for nearly 12 years the favorite 
resort of many of the best retail bookbuyers of 
the city, and Mr. Crowen’s uniform courtesy 
and enterprise were very widely appreciated. 
He was one of the first who conceived the idea 
of making the book-store attractive by divesting 
it of the stiff shop-look and an arrangement of 
tables for the display of books, library shelves, 
chairs, busts and pictures that first attracted the 
customers, and thereby making them welcome. 
led them to become purchasers. Aside from a 
residence of a few years in Chicago, where he 
held a position in the house of Messrs. W. B. 
Keen & Cooke, Mr. Crowen’s business associa- 
tions were all in this city. He was born in 
Albany in 1808, but came to New York early in 
life. Always a retail bookseller, he never ven- 
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tured far in the field of publication. 
his ventures, however, “ Every Lady’s Book” 
and the ‘‘ American System of Cooking,” were 
successful, both books attaining some popu- 
larity. For nearly ten years he has been out of 
active business life, but his desires all lay in the 
line of his old trade associations, and his mind 
was stored with old trade memories. For 
several years he has been in failing health, which 
finally culminated in an attack of typhoid 
malaria and asthma,from which he could not 
rally, and on Monday, June 28th, he calmly 
passed away at the ripe age of 72 years. Mr. 
Crowen was for years a vestryman of the 
Church of the Ascension, of this city, and had 
endeared himself to a large circle of friends and 
acquaintances.

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish early in 
the fall a volume by the Rev. Dr. Potter, of 
Grace Church, New York, called “ Sermons of 
the City.” 

J. B. Lippincorr & Co. have just issued a 
revised edition of Col. Laidley’s treatise on 
“Rifle Firing,” a most valuable compendium 
of information on this subject. 


T. WHITTAKER will publish shortly ‘‘ Some 
Summer Days Abroad,” a volume of sketches, 
including an account of the Second Lambeth 
Conference, by Bishop Perry, of lowa. 


CANON FARRAR’S new volume of sermons, 
under the title of “ Ephphatha; or, the Amel- 
ioration of the World,” will be issued by 
Macmillan & Co. in an American reprint next 
week. E. P. Dutton & Co. will also have an 
edition of the same work ready in a short time. 


ROBERT J. HALLIDAY, of Baltimore, has just 
issued a “ Treatise on the Propagation and 
Culture of the Camellia Japonica.”” The author, 
who has devoted many years to the study of the 
habits of this interesting plant, gives a great 
deal of noteworthy information to professional 
florists and amateurs. 


AN item has been started by the N. Y. 
Herald, and copied extensively, of the suppres- 
sion in Germany of D.. Johnson’s “ Political 
Economy of Europe.” It should read ‘‘ Politi- 
cal Comedy of Europe,” a satire written by an 
American abroad, and severely scourging 
European systems of government. 


HvuspBarD Bros., of Philadelphia, have just 
published ‘“ Heroes of Three Wars,” a collec- 
tion of thirty-nine brief biographical sketches of 
‘*the most distinguished soldiers” of the War 
of the Revolution, the Mexican War, and the 
Civil War. The volume begins with Washing- 
ton and ends with Gen. Baker, who was killed 
at Ball’s Bluff. 


THE United Presbyterian Board of Publica- 
tion will issue shortly a second and revised 
edition of ‘‘ Talks on Psalmody,” by Rev. W.

RoBERT CLARKE & Co., Cincinnati, O., will 
shortly publish a prose volume by John James 
Platt, entitled “ Pencilled Fly-Leaves,” consist- 
ing of a variety of essays and sketches on at- 
tractive subjects. The volume will close with 
a longer paper, “How the Bishop Built his 
College in the Woods,” a sketch of the founda- 
tion of Kenyon College, by Bishop Philander 
Chase, of Ohio. 
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In noticing the progress of the “ Fool’s 
Errand” in a recent issue of the WEEKLY, by 
putting two facts together we were misled into 
making a startling announcement. We should 
have said that Fords, Howard & Hulbert are 
printing from duplicate plates, not expressly 
to fillan order for 6301 copies, that being the 
amount ordered by a New York jobbing house 
since the book was first published, but to meet 
the general demand. 


THE first number of Sczence has just been is- 
sued in this city. It is a neatly gotten up jour- 
nal, of the size of Mature, and is edited by 
John Michels. Its aim is “to afford scientific 
workers in the United States the opportunity 
of promptly recording the fruits of their re- 
searches, and facilities for communication be- 
tween one another and the world, such as are 
now enjoyed by the scientific men of Europe.” 


THE Board of Managers of the American In- 
stitute of this city have decided to opena de- 
partment for the exhibition of all mechanical, 
industrial, and decorative art work produced 
by amateurs and apprentices, free of charge to 
the exhibitors.

Banks,” by Richardson; a systematically ar- 
ranged ‘‘ American Manual of Parliamentary 
Law,” by Geo. T. Fisk, and Dr. Charles Adams’ 
“Life Sketches of Macaulay.” Their latest 
novels are Blackmore’s “ May Anerley” in two 
editions, and “ Mrs. Bonnerie,” by Mrs. Moles- 
worth. 


Mrs. JANE GREY SWISSHELM has just pub- 
lished, in Chicago, a volume entitled ‘‘ Half a 
Century.” It embraces an account of her life, 
with incidents connected with the most dis- 
tinguished men and women with whom she has 
come in contact during the last fifty years. 
Mrs. Swisshelm states the object of her book, 
which is mainly biographical, in the preface: 
“To supply one quota of the inside history of 
the great Abolition War is the primary object 
of this work. ‘ Another object is to 
give an inside history of the hospitals during 
the War of Rebellion. A third object 
is to give an analysis of the ground which pro- 
duced the Woman’s Rights agitation, and the 
causes which limited its influence. A fourth is 
to illustrate the force of education and the 
mutability of human character, by a personal 
narrative of one who, in 1836, would have 
broken an engagement rather than permit her 
name to appear in print, even in the announce- 
ment of marriage ; and who, in 1850, had as 
much newspaper notoriety as any man of that 
time, and was singularly indifferent to the 
praise or blame of the press.”

KING KALAKAUA is to write an article on the 
literature of the Sandwich Islands for the 
Magazin fiir die Literatur des Auslandes. 


“THE latest proposed remedy for shortsighted- 
ness is that books should be printed with white 
ink on black paper. The author of the pro- 
posal,a Russian physician, says that the experi- 
ments he has made with a considerable number 
of persons prove that his remedy would be ef. 
fectual. 


THE first and second volumes have appeared 
in Paris of the “ Euvres Complétes de Victor 
Hugo,” a ‘‘ final” edition, to be comprised in 
forty great quarto volumes. M. Paul Meurice 
is the bibliographical editor, and he has made his 
text from the original Mss. 


THE third part of Prof. Skeat’s ‘‘ English 
Etymological Dictionary,” is nearly ready. It 
ends with the word “ Reduplicate.” Part IV. 
will probably not appear for a year, as it will 
contain various indexes and word-lists, with a 
list of Aryan roots occurring in English, the 
preparation of which will occupy a considerable 
time. 


S. R. GARDINER has edited and the Camden 
Society has published, for the first time in com- 
plete form, what are known as the ‘‘ Hamilton 
Papers” (1638-1648), belonging to the archives 
of the present Duke of Hamilton, and relating 
to James, the first Duke of Hamilton, who wasa 
near kinsman of Charles I. and occupied a 
front station in the party of the king in Scot- 
land. 


THE Atheneum states that the Mériméc let- 
ters addressed to Sir Anthony Panizzi will be 
issued very shortly by Calmann-Lévy, of Paris, 
in two octavo volumes. Mr. L, Fagan has 
withdrawn certain portions, but considerable 
light is thrown by the letters on the political 
history of the late Empire, and still more on 
the life of the late Prince Imperial and the pri- 
vate life at St. Cloud. 


THE Magazin fiir die Literatur des Auslandes 
gives the following statistics concerning the 
literary production of Denmark: ‘“Copen- 
hagen has 57 printing-offices which in 1879 pub- 
lished 23 political and 130 scientific journals 
and 1,330volumes.
